Agricultural Department Hopes to U6e 
"Conecientious Objectors" in Work 
on Gardens Around Army Camps— 
Trade Boycott of Germany. 


By ARTHUR W. DUNN. 
Washington. — Naturally 
shippers 
protest •igninst the ndvnnce In freight 
rut os. 
For nearly a half ii century. 
since the Granger movement was lirst 
sinned, there has been a protest on 
tho part 
of 
shippers against 
high 
freight rotes. 
Most of the prejudice 
flint lins been built up against rail­ 
roads' in the pnst has been due to the 
belief on the [airt of shippers that 
freight nit es have been exorbitant, Of 
course the shippers mode the produc­ 
ers and tile consumers pay these rotes 
and this prejudice among tin* people 
tinnily resulted in the Ornhger legis­ 
lation in the several states and Inter­ 
state commerce legislation 
by con­ 
gress, all with a view of curbing the 
railroads and reducing rates. 
No one except Director General Mc­ 
Adoo could have put over 
anything 
unite so startling as the Increase of 
freight find passenger rates. And even 
if government ownership or control 
bud e«nne to tis when we were not fit 
war. tin* people would not have stood 
for the advance In freight rotes. 
Pre­ 
vious to the war when the railroads 
made an a ppllcatlou for ti lo per cent 
advance the protest against such tin 
increase was such us to prevent It. 
But es long n« the railroads have 
been taken over for war purposes and 
lire run by the government the In­ 
creased rates must la* accepted by the 
piddle, although the shippers will con­ 
tinue to protest, 
The I nor on se In passenger rates may 
he protested, hut the protests will be 
Ineffoetivo, as the average individual 
will not make ii complaint. 
Although 
a large auntlier of this “average Indi­ 
vidual" makes up the "piddle," lie is 
not very effective Iii protests because 
his protests are Individual instead of 
collective as In the ease of the ship­ 
pers. Tile average Individual will pay 
his extra railroad fare and say noth­ 
ing. 
* 


The agricultural department has an 
idea that it can reach "conscientious 
objectors," those Individuals who Use 
their conscience to prevent them from 
going to war, by drafting them for 
sendee Iii work on gardens around 
army camps. The department has also 
undertaken to utilize men who an* 
unfit for overseas duty for the sun ie 
purpose. 
Maybe they will finally go 
far enough to take German prisoners 
ami interned aliens and set them to 
work grow ing crops. The Germans flu 
not hesitate to list* all their prisoiier* 
for work behind the lines, and In tills 
time of labor shortage the 
I'uited 
States might well do the same. 


The movement to attack Derma ny 
bv a boycott or trade ostracism has 
not progressed very rapidly, although 
it has received a great deal of com­ 
mendation {yoni time to time. 
It is 
quite possibh that our officials Ive! I eve 
an attack upon Germany from this 
quarter might 
result in arousing a 
feeling among people of German birth 
anti parentage in this country. At the 
same time the atrocities which the 
Huns are committing, the attacks U|sm 
hospitals, the vicious manlier In which 
they are treating American soldiers 
who are unfortunate enough to Im* cap­ 
tured by them. are arousing an in 
lense feeling in this country which 
may express itself in a demand that 
hereafter,, even 
when peace In de­ 
clared, there will Im* no business Inter- 
cotirse tietwoou the Util tis! States and
